The hearing was for verbally flog- 
ging oil company CEOs, and no 
senator bothered to pretend it 
was about making gasoline pric- 
es more affordable or helping the 
economy recover.

Southern farmers, 
communities brace 
for damaging flood 


Yazoo City, Miss. 

A slow migration unfolded in cen- 
tral Mississippi on Thursday, with 
people and animals seeking high- 
er ground to escape the flooding 
from the Mississippi River and its 
tributaries. 

In Louisiana, water poured 
over a century-old levee, flooding 
12,000 acres of corn and soybeans 
despite farmers’ frantic efforts to 
shore up the structure. Down- 
stream, officials with the Port of 
New Orleans said the Coast Guard 
could close the river to ships as 
early as Monday, halting traffic 
on one of the world’s busiest com- 
mercial waterways. 

After swamping low-lying 
neighborhoods in Memphis, Tenn., 
earlier this week, the rising water is 
bringing misery to farms and small 
waterfront communities in Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Arkansas. 

In the poverty-stricken Missis- 
sippi Delta, people waited uneasi- 
ly to see how high the water would

get. About 600 homes in the Delta 
have flooded in recent days. 

Residents watch the flood creep 
closer every day to their crops and 
homes and there’s little they can do 
but wonder how bad it will be. 

“Waiting is the hardest part,” 
said Ed Jordan, whose family has 


farmed in the Carter community 
for four generations. “Everybody 
around here is going to catch the 
blues. This is the true Mississip- 
pi blues.” 

Swollen by weeks of heavy 
rain and snowmelt, the Mississip- 
pi River has been breaking high- 
water records that have stood since 
the 1920s and ’30s. The crest is 
expected to reach New Orleans 
on May 23. 

Even after the peak passes, 
water levels will remain high for 
weeks, and it could take months for 
flooded homes to dry out. (ap)

Term-limit exception 
for Mueller is a push 
to preserve stability 

Washington 

President Obama will ask Con- 
gress to allow FBI Director Rob- 
ert Mueller to remain in his job an 
extra two years, a rare exemption 
meant to lend stability in a time 
of change atop the national secu- 
rity team and renewed worldwide 
focus on terrorism. 

Obama urged lawmakers to go 
along with his idea “for the sake 
of our nation’s safety and securi- 
ty.”

The plan to keep Mueller on 
isn’t tied to the U.S. raid in Pak- 
istan that led to the killing of 
al-Qaeda terrorist leader Osama bin 
Laden this month, or to any threat 
of retaliation against the United 
States as a result of that mission, 
administration officials said. 

“Given the ongoing threats 
facing the United States, as well 
as the leadership transitions at 
other agencies like the Defense 
Department and Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, I believe continuity 
and stability at the FBI is critical 
at this time,” Obama said. 


The term limit was set in 1976 
as a response to the service of 
J. Edgar Hoover, who died in 1972, 
ending a decades-long tenure as 
FBI director that was marred by 
abuses of power. 

Obama will ask Congress for 
legislation tailored solely for a two- 
year extension for Mueller. White 
House officials say although such 
an extension has never been granted 
for an FBI director, it has been done 
in other term-limited cases. 

The Republican House Judiciary 
Committee chairman. Rep. Lamar 
Smith of Texas, backed Obama’s 
move. “It is important to main- 
tain continuity for our intelligence 
community during this transition 
period,” Smith said, (ap)

Ukrainian-born John Demjanjuk, 91, has been 
Stripped of U.S. citizenship and has been in German cus- 
tody since his deportation two years ago.

91-year-old convicted 
on 28K charges in a 
watershed decision 

Munich 

Retired U.S. autoworker John Dem- 
janjuk was convicted Thursday of 
accessory to murder as a low-level 
Nazi death camp guard, a ground- 
breaking decision setting a prece- 
dent that could open the floodgates 
to a new wave of prosecutions in 
Germany. 

Demjanjuk was sentenced to five 
years in prison on 28,060 counts of 
accessory to murder for the num- 
ber of people who were killed in 
the Sobibor death camp when, the 
court said, evidence shows he stood 
guard there in 1943. 

But the 91-year-old will spend 
no immediate time behind bars 
after presiding Judge Ralph Alt 
ordered him released from custo- 
dy pending his appeal — a process 


that could take at least a year. 

Though such a move is com- 
mon under the German system, 
it drew the immediate ire of some 
of those who had been pushing for 
Demjanjuk’s conviction. 

“We don’t think that that’s 
appropriate, given the heinous 


nature of his crimes,” Efraim 
Zuroff, the chief Nazi hunter at 
the Simon Wiesenthal Center, said 
from Jerusalem. 

Still, he called the conviction 
“a very important victory for jus- 
tice.” 

Though scores of Nazi war crim- 


inals have been tried and convict- 
ed in Germany, in this case there 
was no evidence that Demjanjuk 
committed a specific crime. 

His prosecution was based on 
the theory that if Demjanjuk was 
at the camp, he was a participant 
in the killing — the first time such 
a legal argument has been made 
in German courts. 

Demjanjuk was accused of hav- 
ing served as a “wachmann,” a 
guard, the lowest rank of the “Hilf- 
swillige” volunteers who were sub- 
ordinate to German SS men. 

Former federal prosecutor 
Thomas Walther, who led the inves- 
tigation that prompted Germany 
to prosecute Demjanjuk, said his 
office has “a lot” of cases that have 
been investigated, but shelved, 
which could now be reopened. 

He said it is hard to say how 
many living suspects might still 
be out there that might fall into the 
same category as Demjanjuk, but it 
could be hundreds or more, (ap)

Libyan government spokes- 
man Moussa Ibrahim said three 
people were killed in Thursday’s 
NATO strikes, a local official and 
two Libyan journalists. 

Ibrahim fumed at the persis- 
tent airstrikes, which are aimed 
at pressuring Gadhafi to end his 
42-year authoritarian rule. 

“All they want is to break our 
morale, to cause death and destruc- 
tion everywhere,” Ibrahim said. 
“People are being killed, every sin- 
gle day, every single night.” 

Gadhafi’s compound has been 
a frequent site of recent airstrikes, 
including one on April 30 that 
killed one of the leader’s sons. 
Seif al-Arab. Officials said Gad- 


hafi was in the compound when 
that strike occurred but escaped 
unharmed. 

Just hours before the Thurs- 
day airstrikes, the Libyan lead- 


er appeared on state TV for the 
first time since his son was killed. 
Before his appearance, rumors 
swirled that he had been killed 
or injured.

Japan: Grim Findings at Stricken Complex 


Tokyo 

One of the reactors at Japan’s crip- 
pled nuclear power plant has been 
damaged more severely than origi- 
nally thought, officials said Thurs- 
day — a serious setback for efforts 
to stabilize the radiation-leaking 
complex. 

Repairs to monitoring equip- 
ment revealed the new data, which 
also showed that the water level in 
the core of Unit 1 at the Fukush- 
ima Dai-ichi plant is much lower 
than previously thought. The water 
level indicates that Unit 1 had a 
bigger breach than expected, offi- 
cials said.

Sidwell Sued for $10M Over School Psychologist 


Washington 

The Sidwell Friends School is being 
sued for $10 million for allegedly 
failing to supervise a staff psychol- 
ogist who was having an affair with 
the married mother of a 5-year-old 
student he was counseling.

In his lawsuit, New- 
myer said his daughter suffered 
emotional distress as the affair 
became known among teachers 
and other parents. 

Ellis Turner, assistant head of 
school for Sidwell, said, “We are 
very disappointed that Mr. New- 
myer chose this course of action” 
and said the school would “vig- 
orously defend” against allega- 
tions that are “completely with- 
out merit.”

House hearing takes 
positive turn for city’s 
budget control cause 

Washington 

An unusual congressional hearing 
on the District’s finances proved 
more benign than some local activ- 
ists had feared Thursday, as Mayor 
Vincent C. Gray and D.C. Council 
Chairman Kwame R. Brown visit- 
ed Capitol Hill for a relatively cor- 
dial session that mostly avoided 
controversial topics. 

Rather than raising the specter 
of the return of the federally man- 
dated Financial Control Board, 
which was not discussed, the hear- 
ing instead offered a ray of hope 
that the District could soon see 
its budget partly uncoupled from 
the slow and unpredictable feder- 
al appropriations process. 

The hearing before the House 
Oversight subcommittee that han- 
dles D.C. issues came at a time 
when mistrust of Congress is run- 


ning high in some quarters of the 
District. President Obama approved 
a spending deal last month that 
prevents the District from spending 
its own money to fund abortions for 
low-income women, and the mea- 
sure also revives and expands a pri- 
vate school voucher program that 
has divided local officials. 

“It wasn’t negative at all,” Gray, 
a Democrat, said. “I thought it was 
a good discussion.” 

During his testimony. Gray 
hammered repeatedly at the theme 
that the District needed budget 
autonomy. 

Rep. Darrell Issa, R-Calif., 
chairman of the full oversight 
panel, offered surprising news on 
that subject later in the hearing, 
after Gray and Brown, a Demo- 
crat, had left. 

“I’m reasonably confident that 
no, we cannot accept budget auton- 
omy fully,” Issa said. “But I am 
going to be offering an alternative 
that ... provides a mechanism for 
a separate vote, separate consider- 
ation of District funds.” (twp)

AG’s Office to Investigate 
D.C. Gas Station Operator 


Washington 

The District’s attorney general said 
Wednesday that his office is inves- 
tigating the city’s largest owner of 
gas stations for potential antitrust 
violations. 

Attorney General Irvin B. 
Nathan said his office is looking 
into allegations that Capitol Petro- 
leum Group was engaging in prac- 
tices that could be leading to inflat- 
ed pump prices. 

“Everyone knows that gasoline 
prices are high,” Nathan said, “and 
we’re going to do everything we can 
to bring them down and be sure 
that it is a competitive market.” 

Capitol Petroleum, based in 
Springfield, is a regional behe- 
moth, netting $778 million in rev- 
enue in 2010, according to its web- 
site. It “owns, operates or supplies” 
164 stations in the D.C. area and 71 


stations in New York City. 

Its primary owner, Eyob “Joe” 
Mamo, has built the company over 
nearly 25 years, buying up dozens 
of service stations in the region — 
particularly in the past three years. 
A February Washington City Paper 
profile of Mamo said the Ethiopi- 
an immigrant owned 45 gas sta- 
tions in the city limits, about half 
the District’s total, and about one- 
fourth of the region’s stations. 

Nathan said his investiga- 
tion will probe whether Mamo’s 
recent expansion of his service sta- 
tion holdings represents an illegal 
monopoly under the District’s local 
antitrust law, which is modeled on 
the federal statute. The investi- 
gation might also explore wheth- 
er Mamo’s dual role as a station 
owner and gas wholesaler repre- 
sents an illegal restraint of trade.

Whenever I’m stuck on the Metro with nothing to 
do — the paper’s finished and the conversations 
around me aren’t worth eavesdropping on — I can 
depend on a reliable source of amusement: the 
map. I could stare at those colorful, interlocking 
lines for hours, and I’m certain over the years I have.

Smallegan also spent a lot of time 
gazing at the map when he was a 
student at George Washington a 
decade ago. The 28-year-old always 
imagined it as a work of modern 
art — just take away the text and 
you’re left with a rainbow-hued 
octopus that would fit right in at 
the Phillips or Hirshhorn. 

Smallegan never mentioned this 


to anyone until he came back to visit 
two years ago with his girlfriend 
and the sight of the map refreshed 
his memory. But she loved the idea 
of a Metro masterpiece, so when 
they got back home to Chicago, 
he asked his friend 
Justin Duimstra, a 
graphic designer, to 
make it happen. 

When they real- 
ized other people 
might want similar 
canvases to hang 
on their walls, they 
started Big Nick- 
el Graphics. “It’s a point of city 
pride,” Smallegan says of a transit 
map. “A symbol that makes your 
city your city.” 


Take away the 
text and you’re left 
with a rainbow- 
hued octopus that 
would fit right in 
at the Hirshhorn. 

The company produces represen- 
tations of several transit maps now, 
including Chicago’s “L,” San Fran- 
cisco’s BART and London’s Under- 
ground. They come in full color on 
a white background, as well as in 
monochromatic versions — to match 
a variety of decor schemes. 

But Smallegan says he still con- 
siders D.C.’s Metro map the most 
attractive. I may be a bit biased, 
but I have to say I agree. It’s clean- 
er than New York’s (like in real 
life!) and more balanced. Even 
without the words, I could keep 
on staring, but Smallegan advis- 
es against using their works as 
actual maps. “If anyone tried to 
use them to get around,” he says, 
“they’d get lost.”

Getting the Word Out 


Washington 

Despite having no Internet access in 
his hideout, Osama bin Laden was 
a prolific email writer who built a 
painstaking system that kept him 
one step ahead of the U.S. govern- 
ment’s best eavesdroppers. 

His methods, described in new 
detail to The Associated Press by 
a counterterrorism official and a 
second person briefed on the U.S. 
investigation, served him well 
for years and frustrated Western 
efforts to trace him through cyber- 
space. The arrangement allowed 
bin Laden to stay in touch world- 
wide without leaving any digital 
fingerprints behind. 

The people discussed the sensi- 
tive intelligence analysis with the 
AP on condition of anonymity. 

Bin Laden’s system was built 
on discipline and trust. But it also 
left behind an extensive archive 
of email exchanges for the U.S. 
to scour. The trove of electron- 
ic records pulled out of his com- 
pound after he was killed last week

At that location, the couri- 
er would plug the memory drive 
into a computer, copy bin Laden’s 
message into an email and send it. 
Reversing the process, the courier 
would copy any incoming email to 
the flash drive and return to the 
compound, where bin Laden would 
read his messages offline. 

It was a slow, toilsome process. 
And it was so meticulous that even 


veteran intelligence officials have 
marveled at bin Laden’s ability to 
maintain it for so long. The U.S. 
always suspected bin Laden was 
communicating through couriers 
but did not anticipate the breadth 
of his communications as revealed 
by the materials he left behind. 

Navy SEALs hauled away 
roughly 100 flash memory drives 
after they killed bin Laden, and 
officials said they appear to archive 
the back-and-forth communication 
between bin Laden and his asso- 
ciates around the world. 

Al-Qaeda operatives are known 
to change email addresses, so it’s 
unclear how many are still active 
since bin Laden’s death. But the

She donned pink veils and pio- 
neered the hairpiece, but Barbara 
Eden, 76, is more than the pretty 
blonde servant she brought to life 
in the 1960s sitcom “I Dream of 
Jeannie.” While she delighted gen- 
erations with her wholesome astro- 
naut-and-harem girl antics, her 
memoir, “Jeannie Out of the Bot- 
tle” ($25, Crown Archetype), tells 
the behind-the-scenes story of a life 
that wasn’t so fantastical. 

So many young people grew up 
watching “I Dream of Jeannie.” 
What does that mean to you? 

It makes me feel very good, but I’m 
surprised. I never expected it to last 
this long. Right after it went off the 
air, I went on to do other things, 
films and stage. I didn’t even think 
about ‘Jeannie,’ and suddenly, it’s 
back on T.V. and new generations 


are watching it. It means a great 
deal to me that it enduring. 

Why do you think the show reso- 
nated with so many generations? 

It’s fantasy and comedy, and every- 
one can relate to those genres, 
[show creator] Sidney Sheldon had 
a knack for writing scripts that peo- 
ple could relate to and enjoy. The 
show has endured because anyone 
can understand it and relax while 
watching it. 

Was Jeannie’s costume comfort- 
able? And how did the hair work? 

The pink costume was comfort- 
able. It was like wearing coveralls, 
although I did rip it a few times. 
The hair I had to get used to. They 
practically nailed it on top of my 
head because my real hair was only 
four or five inches long. 


Why did you decide to write this 
memoir now? 

It was very difficult for me to write. 
At 35, 1 would have been terribly 
embarrassed. But now, I feel that 
I’ve lived long enough and have 
something to share, particular- 
ly on women’s issues and parent- 
ing. Particularly with my personal 
problems, many women have been 
in the same spot, and I’ve had to 
work through it.

Will finds a book 
with a bookmark stuck halfway 
through. “Aw, man," I thought. “He 
never got to find out how it ended." 

We all hope that we die with all 
our loose ends tied. We want to know 
who wins “The Amazing Race" or the 
Super Bowl or the election. But death 
always seems to slice through all the 
ropes we're attempting to knit to- 
gether. “Lebanon" strikes to the heart 
of that: Will's dad dies with so much 
left unfinished, from that book to his 
relationship with his son. And life con- 
tinues, with Will left to flounder in the 
wake of it all. The grass keeps grow- 
ing, so Will mows the lawn. The house 
needs to be sold, so Will boxes up the 
stuff that makes up a life. 

There are problems with “Leba- 
non," but a solid, true moment like 
the one with the book suggests that 
writer-director Ben Hickernell has a 
real gift with the details that make up 
the beauty of life — and death.

Bad role models sometimes make 
the most interesting movie char- 
acters. 

The ill-mannered, unkempt, 
foulmouthed and hot-tempered title 
character of “Hesher” is just such 
a walking contradiction. Although 
he lends his name to this dark and 
funny drama, the long-haired, tat- 
tooed loner Qoseph Gordon-Levitt) 
is not the focal point of the film. 

Rather, it’s T. J. Forney (Devin 
Brochu), a grieving middle-school- 
er who has lost his mother in a car 
accident. When the film opens, T.J.

Life’s Baggage for Sale 


Film Review 

“Everything Must Go” is a movie 
about a yard sale the way Chek- 
hov’s “The Cherry Orchard” is a 
play about a real estate auction. 
Both statements are true, but they 
only tell half the story. 

Based on the short story “Why 
Don’t You Dance?” by Raymond 
Carver, “Everything Must Go” has 
been described, somewhat tentative- 
ly, as a “dramedy.” And it does star 
Will Ferrell. But despite a trailer 
that makes it look like a yuk-fest, the 
laughs are few and far between. 

Here, as adapted by first-time 
feature filmmaker Dan Rush, Carv- 
er brings us the tale of an alcoholic

named Nick Halsey (Ferrell) who, 
in the space of 24 hours, loses his 
job, his wife, his house, his bank 
account and his bearings. 


Some humor is OK and inevita- 
ble — as when Nick uses the pock- 
etknife he’s been given by his com- 
pany as a parting gift to puncture 
the tire of his boss’ car. The blade 
gets stuck, and the look of panic on 
Nick’s face is classic Ferrell. 

But don’t get used to it. That 
chuckle is not a harbinger of things 
to come. 

If this sounds wholly bleak, it 
isn’t. Over the course of the film, 
Nick struggles with the idea of, as he 
puts it, “selling all my crap” — both 
literally and metaphorically — and 
getting on with his life. That senti- 
ment, and Ferrell’s refusal to sen- 
timentalize it, is reason enough to 
smile.

ARTHUR (PG-13, 110 minutes) By 1981, 
when the original “Arthur” came out, the 
sLurred-speech shtick of Dudley Moore— 
the titular playboy alcoholic who cackled

That story begins with 
Walter (Gibson), a man living apart from 
his spouse and two sons, sleepwalking 
through hisjob and self-medicating. He 
tries to commit suicide twice, and he can’t 
even pull that off. He awakens after both 
attempts with afurry, beady-eyed beaver 
puppet attached to his hand. Suddenly, 
Walter is talking to himself using the 
beaveras his proxy. HetellsWalterto get 
up and pull himself together. And that’s 
precisely what the man does, returning 
home, beginningtoslowlyrebuild bonds 
with his wife, Meredith (Foster), and their 


younger son, Henry, all while communi- 
cating via an inanimate dam builder that 
sounds like Michael Caine, jen chaney 
THE CONSPIRATOR (PG-13, 123 minutes) 
In “The Conspirator," Robert Redford’s 
absorbing if puzzling Civil War-era drama, 
Robin Wrightannouncesin no uncertain 
terms that she is back. Wright plays 
Mary Surratt, who in 1865 was accused 
of conspiring with John Wilkes Booth and 
others to assassinate Abraham Lincoln. 
When she was hanged a few months 
later, Surratt went down in history as 
the first woman to be executed by the 
U.S. government — made all the more 
notable by doubtsas to her guilt in ensu- 
ing years. The historical consensus has 
since concluded thatSurratt, who ran the 
boardinghouse where many of the con- 
spirators met and whose son John was a 
Confederate spy and crony of Booth’s, was 
indeed guilty. Butforthereto bea movie, 
Bedford must play up the ambiguity, a.h. 
DIARY OF A WIMPY KID: RO- 
DRICK RULES (PG, 96 minutes) 
The huge popularity of the “Diary of a 
Wimpy Kid" books can be traced to one 
simple fact: They ring true. Their under- 
achieving preteen hero, Greg Heffley — 
whose diaries they purport to be— has no 
reason to lie. He’s writing in a privatejour- 
nal, after all. As a result, the picture they 
paint ofthe modern middle-schoolerfeels 
very real. He’s a flawed and funny Holden 
Caulfield Jr., a bumbler with backbone. 
If only the new movie based on the sec- 
ond bookintheseries, “Diary of a Wimpy 
Kid: Rodrick Rules," were as candid or as 
hilarious. The problem doesn’t really lie 
in the acting but in the writing. There’s too 
much effort expended on making the kids 
cuteand cuddly, instead of plausible, m.o.

GREATEST MOVIE EVER SOLD (PG 13, 

88 minutes) This advertising-themed 
documentary is food for thought that’s 
fun to eat. If that last sentence sounds 
like an ad slogan, it’s not surprising. 
It’s hard to come out of “The Greatest 
Movie Ever Sold" without a heightened 
sensitivity to the art of hyping, flacking 
and product placement. Morgan Spur- 
lock resolved to make a movie about 


advertising that was entirely financed 
by advertising. He approached about 600 
companies, 20 of which agreed to cover 
the film budget in return for promotional 
consideration. Spurlock succeeds at a 
risky game in which he offers up a critique 
of commercial co-opting by allowing 
himself to be commercially co-opted, m.o. 
PROM (PG, 104 minutes) For movie lov- 
ers, prom evokes cinematic memories 
of pig’s blood in buckets, virginity- 
losing contests and “Pygmalion’’-style 
makeovers. You’ll find none of those 
things in “Prom," Disney’s chaste take 
on the annual high school spectacular. 
Director Joe Nussbaum’s story follows 
Georgetown-bound class president 
Nova Prescott (AimeeTeegarden)asshe 
plans her school’s “Starry Night" bash. 
Still, Nova’s date, hunky but sensible 
valedictorian Brandon, merely asks Nova 
to “carpool" and hands her a ticket. She 
faces another early tragedy when all of 
the prom decorations catch fire three 
weeks before the big night. To save the 
party. Principal Dunnan (Jere Burns) or- 
ders Jesse Richter (Thomas McDonell), 
a motorcycle-riding truant, to help Nova 
rebuild everything in orderto graduate. 
She’s a conformist overachiever, he’s 
a troubled soul; a third-grader could 
tell that the two will fall hard for each 
other by the movie’s halfway point, s.a.c. 
RIO (G, 96 minutes) With spring taking 
its sweet time getting here, the music, 
color and sheer 3-D joie de vivre of “Rio" 
couldn’t be more welcome. At the center 
of “Rio’s" swirling action perches Blu, a 
rare blue macaw who is a cozily pampered 
pet in Moose Lake, Minn. Voiced by the 
congenitally reticent Jesse Eisenberg, 
Blu is perfectly happy to play, snuggle 
andsipcocoawith his owner, Linda (Leslie 
Mann). But when an ornithologistarrives 
announcing that only one other macaw 
exists — and it’s a female of the species 
residing in Rio de Janeiro — Blu must 
confront leaving hiscomfortzone in order 
to save the species. Soon after arriving in 
Rio, however, Blu comes to feel he never 
should have left Moose Lake. a.h. 
SCREAM 4 (R, 112 minutes) “Scream 4" 
has issues. On the one hand, it is obsessed 
with itself. On the other, itsuffersfrom a 
caseofcrushinglylowself-esteem.SetlO 
years after “Scream 3," the movie centers 
on the return of Sidney Prescott (Neve 
Campbell) to her hometown of Woods- 
boro, notable for being the site of a series 
of grisly murders by a psychopath, dubbed 
Ghostface, in a black robe and Halloween 
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mask. Film after film, it’s always Sidney 
who is the source of Ghostface’s homi- 
cidal rage, and most of the victims are 
collateral damage: lusty teenagers, lazy 
cops and others who happen to get in the 
way. Courteney Cox and David Arquette 
return as nosy newswoman-turned-writer 
Gayle Weathers and bumbling sheriff 
Dewey Riley, respectively, who are now 
married to each other, m.o. 
SOMETHING BORROWED (PC 13, 103 
minutes) The sporadically comedic ro- 
mantic drama, based on Emily Giffin’s 
best-selling chick-lit trifle, focuses on 
Rachel White (Ginnifer Goodwin), a suc- 
cessful lawyer who offers herself up as 
the world’s doormat. Unattached and 
having just turned 30, Rachel is feeling 
forlorn, which is compounded by thefact 
her best friend, Darcy (Kate Hudson), is

marrying Rachel’s law school crush. If 
Darcy has a redeeming quality, it’s not 
readily evident. After a few drinks, Rachel 
tells Darcy’s fiance, Dexter, who looks 
like a composite of Tom Cruise and a Ken 
doll, about her longstanding infatuation. 
Before you know it, the two are in bed and 
Rachel, who hasalways been a model best 
friend, is suddenly the Other Woman. The 
screenwriters are no puppet masters, 
and pulling a few heartstrings doesn’t 
force the audience to wish for Rachel and 
Dexter’s happily ever after, s.m. 

THOR (PG-13, 115 minutes) "Thor" divides 
the world neatly into two camps. On one 
side are those who will recognize the 
names Volstagg, Hogun, FandralandSif 
as Thor’s homeboys and homegirl from 
Asgard. Inthefilm, LadySifandtheWar- 
riorsThree, as they’re known, followtheir 
exiled and now largely powerless friend 
from Asgard to Earth, where Thor must 
learn the lesson of humility before he can 
again pick up his mighty hammer, called 


Mjolnir— or, asastrophysicist Darcy calls 
it, sarcastically, “myeh-nyeh" — and re- 
turn home to defeat his usurping brother, 
Loki. On the other side are thosefor whom 
this whole thing sounds like ajust a bunch 
of myeh-nyeh. Even the bad guys wreak- 
ing havoc back in Asgard, called Frost 
Giants — whose power seems to be the 
ability to inflict really bad freezer burn — 
seem more of threatto frozen peas than 


to the future of the nine realms. “Thor" 
isn’t for everyone. But its silly summer 
sensibility might just convert one or 
two more open-minded members of the 
myeh-nyeh crowd, m.o. 

WATER FOR ELEPHANTS (PG 13, 120 
minutes) Like the circus that provides the 
setting, “Water for Elephants" is big, slick 
and showy. It isalso undeniably effective 
entertainment. The standout among its 


star attractions is the Austrian-born 
Christoph Waltz as the mercurial-to- 
the-point-of-psychopathic August 
Rosenbluth. It is August who hires the 
film’s narrator, Jacob Jankowski (Robert 
Pattinson), a student of veterinary medi- 
cine forced to drop outof Cornelland join 
the circus when his parents are killed. 
And it is August who is married to rav- 
ishing circus performer Marlena (Reese 


Witherspoon), who catches Jacob’s eye. 
But their attraction is also the most 
predictable thing about “Water," which, 
like a well-rehearsed circus animal, oc- 
casionally has the feeling that it’s merely 
going through the motions, m.o.
